Unit No. Ill Headquarter is protected by a Maneuver Group whose establish- 
ment is equivalent to a battalion. The task of this Group is supposedly to 
reinforce a threatened sector, but its actual task is to raid the partisans 
in the forests. 

The Commanding Officer of trie Maneuver Group is a Russian called Major Heulich. 

He succeeded Colonel VJlodzimierz Kobylanski, who was arrested during the 
winter of 1946 and condemned to five years imprisonment for having allegedly 
neglected to supervise h i s deputy, a Russian, who had been taking bribes. 
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I His deputy is Lieutenant Czeslaw Smolczynski 
who before the war»was a corporal of the Frontier Guard Corps (K.O.F.).

Its armament consists of four machine guns on trailers drawn by three 
horses each, (similar to the Russian troika.) 

The cavalry troop has a strength of four NCOs and thirty-six men, also 
seventy h'orses, twenty— four of which are cavalry, the remainder are transport 
and artillery horses which are used by the supply platoon. There are only 
three saddles, which were illegally acquired, and the rest of the horses 
are ridden bareback. The armament consists of twelve rifles, four PPSHs, 
four light machine guns.
